Mr. Brown, continuing, said that if it were 
to be held that the amalgamated company 
was to be saddled with the payment of these 
bronially guaranteed companies—every one of 
which had been worked at a loss—it would be 
potting upon the amalgamated company a 
burden that it could not bear, and, unfor- 
tunately, it was a burden which that Tribunal 
would not be able to relieve hy standard 
charges. In the Act these standard charges 
were to be fixed so as to produce, not divi- 
dends, but net revenue, and, therefore, if. 
as was contended in this case, that those 
guaranteed dividends were to be paid in fail 
in the shape of debenture shares, the ordi- 
nary dividends would disappear altogether. 
If the Amalgamated Companies had to 
shoulder such a burden it would be better 
that they should be nationalised at once, 
when ‘there was still something left to be 
nationalised. 

A VERY SERIOUS MATTER. 

Continuing, counsed said that the baronial 
guarantee was abolished by Section 63 of 
the Act, and that was a very serious matter 
affecting the interests of a large class of 
the public who had a Parliamentary contract. 
If that contract was not to be broken, and 
if the liability was to be transferred to the 
Amalgamated Company as a liability, the 
Act. would have said so. When they came to 
construe Section 8 they should do so without 
any indication that these baronially guaran- 
teed lines were to be dealt with differently 
from any other sort of company. When the 
Oireachtas inserted Section 8 they knew that 
twelve of the companies to be dealt with 
had their dividends baronially guaranteed. 
One of the circumstances which the Tribunal 
would have to consider was that the liability 
for that guarantee had not been transferred 
to the absorbing company. 

He submitted that the Tribunal could not 
yield to the contention that these companies 


‘were to get debentures to the full amount of 


their stock. The Act was absolutely silent 
on the transfer from the baronies to the 
Amalgamated Company. For ten years the 
Amalgamated Company was to be paid, in 
round numbers, £48,000 in connection with 
the absorption of these lines. That sum was 
what these companies were bringing as a 
gift—he was going to say from the gods— 
from the Oireachtas, not because their divi- 
dends were to be guaranteed by the 
Amalgamated Company, but because these 
lines were worked at a colossal loss. 

Mr. Jellett, K. C., said that he fell in 
with the course suggester by Mr. Brown. 
The first proposition that he wanted the 
Tribunal to consider was that the passing 
of the Railway Acts, 1924, was an irrevocable 
step, which, whether they liked it or not, 
resulted in the compulsory acquisition of 
these baronial lines. Therefore, that was 
the date on which the value of their pro- 
perty was to be ascertained. ä 

In this case, he pointed out, they were 
dealing with a class of investment which was 
recognised in law as a proper class in which 
to invest trust money, and it had “been so 
treated, and the stock in these companies was 
largelv held by trustees for charities through- 
out the Free State. He held that under 
Section 8 of the Ac liability was clearly and 
unmistakably carried on. His case was 
based entirely on the fact that, as a result of 
security provided by law, he had a property 
that was extremely valuable, with a fixed 
income, and he must not be deprived of 
that. The Tribunal, he contended, must 
give them something that properly and ade- 
quately represented what they had before 
this Sheme of absorption. 

The Tribunal adjourned until this morning, 
at 11 o'clock.
